G2SK 924.—In exercise ol ihc powers conlened by 
the proviso to article 309 of Die Constitution and in super-

3. The erstwhile cadres of Radio Oeprator, Radio Opera¬ 
tor (Selection Grade) and Communication Assistant stand 
merged into one cadre as Communication Assistant with 
effect from 1-3-1982 ancl the erstwhile cadres of Radio Tech¬ 
nician, Radio Technician (Selection Grade) and Technical 
Assistant stand merged into one cadre as Technical Assistant 
with effect from 1-3-1982 and the official holding the above 
posts as on 1-3-1982 on regular basis shall constituted the 
initial cadres of Communication Assistant and Technical 
Assistant respectively. 

4. The Communication Assistants and Technical Assistants 
in the scale of pay of Rs. 530-750 prior to 1-3-1982 shall 
continue to draw their pay in that scale as personal to them. 

5. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rales, the

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬

9. Power to relax.—Where Die Contral Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

10. Saving—Nothing in these rules, shall affect reserva¬

2. Application.—'! Iiese rules shall apply to the posts as 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay.—The number 
of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 


4. Method of recruitmeht, age limit, qualifications, etc,— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age-limit, quali¬ 
fications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to Id of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification.-—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or conducted a mariiagc with 
a person having u spouse living; or 

(b) who having spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible foi appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Cential Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is peimissihle under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing except any 
person from the opciution of this rule, 

f>. Power to relax.—Where the Cential Ciovemment is of 
opinion that it is nccessaiy vr expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recoidcd in writing and in consul¬ 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these nrles with respect to any class of 
category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shull affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Confr.fi Government from time 4 o 
lime ip this regard.
